LANSING — (ZP)—Greatly in­ 
creased unemployment 
compen­ 
sation and liberalized conditions 
were proposed in a bill ready for 
introduction in the House today 
by a group of 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats. 
The measure, similar 
to 
one 
killed in committee 
last 
year, 
would raise the base maximum 
benefit from $27 a week to $40 a 
week for a person without de­ 
pendent children. 
The allowance for children up 
to three would be raised from $2 
to $3 a week, and the duration of 
benefits ‘would be extended from 
20 weeks to 26 weeks. 
It would remove the “sudden 
death 
disqualification” 
under 
which those fired for cause are 
not eligible to Benefits. 
The bill 
would make discharged employes 
eligible for benefits 
after 
five 
weeks of unemployment. 
The bill would increase those 
covered by extending its provi­ 
sions to employers of one or more 
persons. 
It now applies to em ­ 
ployers of eight or more.

Meat is such an important part 
of the American diet one of the 
first things an enemy might do, 
the department said, would be to 
try to get animal diseases and 
plagues started on farms. 
Disease Big Menace 
“If 
foot-and-mouth 
disease, 
rinderpest, fowl pest or foreign 
types of Newcastle disease should 
be allowed to develop undetected, 
they could menace our livestock 
industry from coast to coast and 
from border to 
border 
within 
weeks.” the department 
aid in an 
annual report of its 
Bureau 
of 
Animal Industry. 
"We must be prepared to de­ 
tect and eradicate those and any 
other foreign diseases that might 
appear anywhere in the country. 
“ In view of the possibility that 
diseases could be introduced in­ 
tentionally at any time, the plan­ 
ners of our civilian defense have 
asked that the bureau also be pre­ 
pared to meet that emergency if 
it should arise.” 
In carrying out this assignment, 
the bureau said it lias started at 
the “ front lines”—the borders and 
ports of entry.

West Germans To Ask 
U. S. For Big Loan To 
Put Troops In Field

BONN, Germany — (ZPi — Tile 
West German government plans 
to ask the United States for a big 
loan—probably 
several 
hundred 
million dollars— to help put G er­ 
man troops into the Held with 
the proposed European army, Al­ 
lied officials said today. 
A formal request for the loan 
will be submitted to Washington 
when a “peace contract,” now un­ 
der negotiation, is signed with the 
three western occupation power— 
France, 
Britain and the U. S.— 
next spring, the officials said. 
Start From Scratch 
This "peace contract” will start 
Germans rearming inside the pro­ 
posed unified European 
defense 
force and will return to them al­ 
most full control of their only af­ 
fairs. 
The Allied officials gave this 
picture of the loan request shap­ 
ing up: 
The Germans will contend they 
alone cannot finance formation of 
a new armed force from scratch 
after seven years of Allied de­ 
militarization programs. 
In addition, the Germans ex­ 
pect the United States to provide 
the bulk of military equipment— 
including 
tanks, 
artillery 
and 
planes needed by 
12 
divisions 
plus the tactical air force they 
plan to organize. 


In “peace contract* talks, the 
German* already have agreed to 
continue to pay part of the cost 
of 
keeping 
Allied 
occupation 
troops on in Germany as a de­ 
fense force after the contract is 
signed. 
The exact sum has not 
been agreed on but the Germans 
want a substantial reduction in 
present occupation payments. 
Cost In Billions 
They presently pay IVj billion 
dollars a year—480 
million 
to 
Britain. 352 million to France, and 
668 million to the United States. 
Canada has a brigade here, but 
as a North Atlantic treaty force, 
not as occupation troops. 
She has 
agreed to pay all her own bills. 
In Ottawa, officials say they may 
accept a share in whatever bills 
are sent Germany to pay for A l­ 
lied NATO forces there after the 
occupation ends. 
Allied 
and 
German 
military 
planners estimate 
it 
will 
cost 
about 5 3/4 billion 
dollars 
to 
equip 12 Gentian divisions. 
The 
cost w ill be spread over 12 to 24 
months, depending on how fast 
the Germans can muster men and 
prepare training facilities.

Michigan together as no other fair 
in the state does, George E. Bishop 
of Marquette,

of the bureau, credits the fair with

sula State Fair, and of the State

Nation's Educational System 
R 
e c o g n iz in g the financial plight of 
the nation’s educational system, both 
public and private, the National Associa­ 
tion of Manufacturers has launched an un­ 
precedented campaign to rally 
business 
enterprise to provide additional funds to 
maintain and improve our educational in­ 
stitutions. 
The association takes the position that 
the businessmen of America must shoulder 
a substantially large share of the financial 
responsibility for educating future genera­ 
tions of Americans. Last December the as­ 
sociation unanimously adopted a resolution 
which declared that: 
“Business enterprises must find a way 
to support the w hole educational program 
—effectively, regularly and now.” 
Many times over the years the NAM has 
voiced industry’s interest 
in 
education. 
Now the association has gone further by 
urging business enterprises to assume a 
more concrete responsibility for the finan­ 
cial support of education. 
The 
squeeze of economic forces that is 
threatening many educational institutions 
is distributing to thoughtful men in indus­ 
try. They see in education a key to indus­ 
trial progress, rising standards of living, 
good government, and even higher social 
and cultural achievements. Threats to ed­ 
ucation are threats to industry which needs 
skilled men and women. 
Industry’s leaders recognize that the only

T7»CONOMISTS have no great stature as 
prophets.

Francs Loses 
A True Soldier 
T 
HE free world mourns the death of 
French Gen. Jean de Lattre Tassigny, 
hero of World War II and 
rebuilder 
of 
French morale and offensive punch in the 
protracted war against 
Communists 
in 
Indo-China. 
France, long handicapped by a shortage 
o f top-grade officers, can ill afford the loss 
of so fine a general as de Lattre. In a few 
short months he produced a mood of vic­ 
tory among the French armies in Indo­ 
china; until his arrival the atmosphere was 
one of disheartening defeat. 
The rank-and-file French soldier is a 
tough fighter, as anyone knows who has 
read the record of his performances in the 
great wars, in Indo-China and in Korea. 
But at times he has been led by command­ 
ers governed more by caution than by 
boldness. 
General de Lattre was not such a com ­ 
mander. He had all the daring and im ag­ 
ination demanded by the highest traditions 
of the military He was a true soldier.

NE of the most prised documents of 
American statecraft,

coln’s first draft of the Emancipation Pro­ 
clamation, has been presented to the New 
York 
Avenue 
Presbyterian 
Church 
of 
Washington. D. C. 
Gift of Barney Balaban, 
president of 
Paramount 
Pictures 
Corporation, 
the 
church was chosen as the most suitable re­ 
cipient of these historical papers since it 
was the place of worship of the Civil War 
president, and would afford the public the 
opportunity of viewing the famous work 
which reflected Mr. Lincoln's deep con­ 
cern for human freedom. 
The document 
will be housed in the 
church’s 
Lincoln 
chapel. 
After 
long 
preparation, this original 
draft of the 
Emancipation 
Proclamation 
was read by Mr. Lincoln to his cabinet on 
July 14, 1862, when it was decided to hold 
the measure until it could be supported by 
military 
successes. 
Autumn brought the 
victory of Antietam and subsequent issu­ 
ance of a preliminary “warning” proclam­ 
ation on September 22, followed on Janu­ 
ary I, 1863. by the issuance of a revised 
and final Proclamation of Emancipation in 
which all slaves were declared 
“forever 
free.” 
The original proclamation in Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s characteristic handwriting was a key 
exhibit of the Freedom Train. 
Privately 
owned until now, the document becomes 
for the first time continuously accessible to 
the public.

The law merely calls 
for “a majority vote of all members of its 
governing body,” instead of a two-thirds 
majority.

Marinette is destined to 
have a primary election before choosing 
the five-m an body to start city manager 
form of government in the spring if more 
than IO candidates are entered in the race 
for council positions. It seems almost a 
certainty that there w ill be more than IO 
candidates in the field. A majority of the 
membership of the present council, besides 
a host of others, have indicated they will 
be candidates. 
Citizens of Marinette w ill not have long 
to learn. Under a new state law, candidates 
for municipal offices must file their nom­

The Doctor Says ... 


Diverticula Are Fairly Common 
And Seldom Cause for Concern

Mrs. % B. asks for the m eaning of th e 
ford “diverticulitis,” and w hat this con- 
ition means to a person in whom this di- 
gnosis is made. 
A 
diverticulum 
is a pouch or pocket 
jading o f f from a large cavity or tube. In 
ie passageway leading from the m outh to 
ie anus 
(outlet 
of 
the 
rectum ) 
such 
ouches are fairly com m on. The ex p lan a- 
on is believed to be some w eakness in the 
all of the tube present at birth. 
Diverticula (plural) are most common in 
ie colon or lower p art of the bowel. A ft- 
r the age of 40, it has been claimed that 
iverticula are present in about one person 
i every 20. 
Usually, 
these pockets do not produce 
ymptoms and the 
condition 
is

►IVERTICULOSIS. Occasionally they can 
ecome inflamed and then the label 
D I- 
’ERTICULITIS is applied. 
Ordinary diverticula usually do not pro- 
uce symptoms In diverticulitis the sym p- 
jm» of inflammation vary a food 
deal.

T he area involved may be sensitive to 
pressure, though of course this can occur 
from a great m any other conditions. 
DIAGNOSIS OFTEN DIFFICULT 
Because the sym ptom s are so sim ilar to 
m any other conditions of the intestines or 
abdom inal contents, 
and are frequently 
com plicated by other disorders, the diag­ 
nosis is often difficult. 
E xam ination of the lower part ol the 
bowel by the use of an instrum ent called a 
proctoscope is necessary. X -ray studies are 
also neecied. 
When severe diverticulitis bursts through 
the w all of the bowel or obstructs in testin ­ 
al action, an im m ediate operation may be 
necessary. In most cases, however, medical 
treatment is sufficient. 
Most diverticula are not cause for seri­ 
ous concern. Of those which do produce 
trouble, the majority can be treated by diet 
and other sim ple measures. Ju st why some 
people have diverticula and not others is 
not known and as yet there is no known 
war of preventing them.

W ASHINGTON—One unpleasant shad­ 
ow lurking over the Churchill - Truman 
conversations is that American taxpayers 
are to be called upon to pick up the tab for 
the closing down of the Abadan oil refin­ 
ery. 
While this has not been spelled out in so 
many w ords during the Churchill visit, it 
remains a fact that the U. S. government 
has been euchred into a position where it 
is going to pay for British mistakes in Iran 
and the closing of sui oil refinery which 
produced 20 per cent of all refined prod­ 
ucts outside the U. S. A. 
No real steps to solve this actuation have 
been taken during the 
prime 
minister's 
visit. 
M eanwhile, though the American people 
do not realise it, the United States is help­ 
ing supply to the Anglo Iranian Oil com­ 
pany 500,000 barrels of refined oil products 
daily in order to make up for the low at 
Abadan. 
M eanw hile also, dollars are being drain­ 
ed out of Britain at the rate of 600,000,000 
annually to pay for this oil. Reports from 
London h ave told of the alarming exit of 
British dollar reserves in the last few 
months, but they have not fully explained 
the reason for this increased drain. Chief 
reason for th e increase ic the shutdown of 
the Abadan refinery. 
Previously the oil sold by the Anglo- 
Iranian com pany—owned and operated by 
the British government—represented im­ 
portant revenue for Britain. But, with the 
refinery closed, Anglo-Iranian has had to 
buy 300.000 barrels of oil daily from the 
Caribbean and the United States, plus 200,- 
000 barrels from other sources. This has to 
be paid for in dollars. 
American companies have formed a for­ 
eign petroleum supply com mittee, 
under 
the sponsorship of the State 
Department 
and the Interior Department, to step in 
and make up the Iranian oil deficit. This 
means that w a are not only drawing on 
our own oil reserves, 
despite a national 
policy to discourage exports, 
but simul­ 
taneously w e are put in the position of 
soon having to make up Britain’s cash re­ 
serves now being exhausted because of the 
Anglo-Iranian oil crisis. 
There are tw o other tragic aspects to the 
Brit.ish-Iranian dispute: 
No. I— The Abadan shutdown could have 
been prevented had the State Department 
taken the advice of Justice 
William 
O. 
Douglas 
w ho visited Iran tw o years ago 
and clearly warned what w as going to 
happen. 
No. 2—Prem ier Mossadegh and Iran are 
being driven into the 
arms 
of 
Soviet 
Russia. 
M ossadegh 
happens 
to be a long and 
courageous b a ttle r against Com m unism and 
Russian influence. It was he w ho blocked 
conform ation of the 1949 tre a ty between 
Iran and R ussia giving the Soviet power to 
exploit oil in northern Iran. It was he also 
who threw’ o u t the Russian puppet-rulers 
of A zerbaijan. 
But 
stead y 
efforts 
by th e British to 
starve out Ira n have 
gradually 
driven 
M ossadegh an d the Iranian people toward 
the R ussians. Sim ultaneously, th e econom­ 
ic crisis has increased U. S. aid to Iran. 
Thus th e A m erican ta x p a y e r gets the 
hairy end of th e lollypop 
ail 
the 
way 
round: (I) by losing more A m erican oil; 
(2).by bailin g out Britain’s dw indling dol­ 
lar reserves; (3) by bolstering Iran ’s eco­ 
nomy. 
These are som e of the things which were 
not solved d u rin g the Churchill visit—per­ 
haps because th ere was too m uch delicacy 
on the part of some diplomats.

Overloading Is 
Ruining Roads

BABSON PARK, Mass.— There 
are nearly 
49.000,000 
registered 
vehicles 
on 
our 
roads. 
B etter 
than 8,000,000—or about one-sixth 
—are 
trucks. 
Spot 
checks 
in 
some states reveal that about IO 
per cent are overloaded. And ov­ 
erloaded trucks are ruin in g our 
roads faster than we can build 
them. 
The Evidence 
T he most significant 
evidence 
yet gathered to substantiate this 
fact comes from the tests spon­ 
sored by the Inter-Regional C oun­ 
cil on Transportation and m ade on 
a mile stretch of tw o-lane con­ 
crete highway in M aryland. V ari­ 
ous test loads of 22,400 and 44,800 
pounds were run. The 22,400 loads 
damaged 28 per cent of the con­ 
crete sections; while the 44,800 
pound loads damaged 96 per cent 
of the concrete slabs! If this first 
fairly comprehensive 
test gives 
insight into what 
fu tu re 
tests 
will reveal, then it becomes clear 
th at truckers are not bearing their 
share of the burden in m aintain­ 
ing our roads.

Taxes Vs. Toll* 
I oannot deny the fact that it 
is a pleasure to drive 
the 
327 
m iles from Pittsburgh to Phila­ 
delphia on a super-highway. Yet. 
I resent, in principle, the idea of 
having to pay a toll on top of a 
tax. With tolls currently averag­ 
ing from I to 114 cents a mile, 
this is sim ply adding an addition­ 
al tax of 15 to 20 cents a gallon. I 
wonder how many motorists ever 
stopped to consider the problem in 
this fashion. What would be your 
reaction should the current price 
of gasoline at your favorite pump 
be hiked from 28 cents to 45 cents 
per gallon? 
Apparently with our toads be­ 
ing pounded to pieces a t a fast 
clip, present funds are wholly in­ 
adequate both to maintain old 
roads and build modern express 
ways. Added to this is the fact 
that to insure a fair degree of fi­ 
nancial success a toll road must 
have som e kind of dangerous mo­ 
nopoly. Pressure might be brought 
by 
bondholders 
to 
discourage 
modernization of pare!lei routes. 
Is this principle of highway mo­ 


nopoly in the public interest? 
Railroad* And Truck* 
The truck companies make a 
profit on their business just as 
the railroads make a profit on the 
freight they carry. Railroads, how­ 
ever. 
build 
and 
m aintain their 
private roads. Truck companies, 
on tho other hand, have the use of 
the 
highways which 
all of us 
build and maintain. 
I’m not. suggesting the truckers 
build their own roads. I am, how­ 
ever, suggesting they curry their 
fair share of building and main­ 
taining the road-bed they use. P er­ 
haps a per-miie rate multiplied by 
tonnage might be 
an 
equitable 
basis? I know that a proposition 
of this sort will not appeal to the 
truckers. But, I ask you. isn't it 
so often the abuse of privilege by 
a few which bring about regula­ 
tion of all? 
Advice To Truck D riven 
Many have noticed of late the 
increasing carelessness with which 
truckers drive 
Almost arn- day, 
between Boston and Hartford, for 
example, they roll along racing 
each other, two abreast so that the 
average motorist has lo fight for 
his place on the road. More than 
once lately I've been scared out 
of my wits bv trucks failing to 
stop at red lights simply because 
they were rolling so 
fast 
they 
couldn’t stop! We used to look up­ 
on ti trek drivers as the most cour­ 


teous on the road. If overloading 
and 
recklessness 
continua, 
the 
whole industry will suffer. 
Truckers ought to try to regu­ 
late themselves before the state 
and federal governments step in! 
In fact, municipal 
governments 
m ay soon rule that truckers can 
use downtown streets only after 
6:00 p. rn. 
Eliminating 
trucks 
from congested areas will be the 
next step in solving the wretched 
traffic condition of today.

never had them.” 
‘‘You can say this is it,” 
he 
continued. 
“I am going to get six 
home dates—or else. 
There are 
a lot of other people 
in 
this 
league who are behind me because 
they believe in fair play.” 
Asked w hether 
his 
“or else” 
ultimatum m eant he was prepared 
to sell the Yanks’ franchise if his 
demands were not met, Collins 
merely shrugged 
his 
shoulders 
and replied: 
“I’m doing pretty well in tele­ 
vision.” 


The Yanks lost approximately 
$350,000 last year. 
They pay a 
$50,000 rental to 
the 
baseball 
Yankees for use of Yankee Stad 
ium. plus another $25,000 to the 
football Giants for permission to 
play in New York. 
Collins has an agreement w ith 
the Maras, Giant owners, to take 
six home games after the Giants 
have their pick of six. 
This is 
for the privilege of invading N FL 
territory owned by the Giants.

arrangement, 
the 
Yanks last year were given the 
first two weeks of the campaign— 
Oct. I and Oct. 7. 
Unfortunately 
for them, such a minor m atter as 
a hot pennant race and a World 
Series took place then and the 
Yanks’ games had to be trans 
ferred to other cities.
